What essentially contributed to her consistent asser- 
tion was the Indissoluble link between her work and 
the national spiritual universe. Her renown as ”a pa- 
inter. of peasants'* goes back to her artistic debut unit 
was preserved throughout her life, llcr canvases are 
populated with peasants whom she depleted In every 
slate, vertically rendering thoir spiritual universe. 

Far from the Idealism so widespread as a mentality 
and taste at the beginning of tho century, Rodlca Mn- 
niu portrayed peasants in a realistic way, with a gra- 
vity of reeling revealed by both faces and gestures and 
by the colours used. This dominant of the range of 
feelings her works convey is one of the salient featu- 
res of her canvases. Adding lo this Is a monumental 
view of her compositions and a force of oxeoutlon 
rather seldom encountered with a. woman. 

Through the spirit In which they were conceived, 
just as through their nature Rodion Manlu's can- 
vases and aquarelles bear the Imprint of a vigorous 
creative tplent. The potential capacity of communicat- 
ing with and impressing tho contemporary onlooker, 
belonging to generations accustomed to tho shocking 
visual impact of the century’s modernist trends, Is a 
certain proof of her creation’s everlasting value*

AT THE MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE POLITICAL COMMITTEE 


In lilx * 110 pcli nt tliR meeting 
of Hie Executive I'nlllipal Com- 
mittee of tile C’C of the HUP, 
Party General Secretary Nicolae 
Gea.usej.ou referred exclusively 
to some economic titles II ting and 
to the inrusiii'CK related to the 
torrent activity for the imple- 
mentation of the iilnn for the 
first semester unri the whole 
year.
